“ L'nlik e the army in m any places 
in the 
states, 
there has been no 
slander of any k ind started there, 
no sensations sprung, and nothing 
discreditable to its officers and sol­ 
diers. 
Besides, it 
has 
the solid, 
hearty back ing of all the churches, 
and they work hand in hand, shoul­ 
der to shoulder. 
“ Four denom inations have planted 
their 
banners 
in 
the 
Hawaiian 
group besides the Salvation Army — 
the Congregationalists, 
who have 
much 
the 
largest 
num ber 
of 
com m unicants; 
the 
Ivlethodists, 
Christians and Seventh 
Day 
A d ­ 
ventists, in the order named. 
The 
Congregationalists were 
the first, 
and have many native and half­ 
white preachors. 
“ Yes,very com m endable headway 
is being made 
in the missionary 
work 
It tak es a long time to wean 
a native from his 
own idolâtrons 
religion. 
One has 
to watch him 
for a long time after he seems to be 
converted, 
for his 
traditions arc 
sometimes stronger than his convic­ 
tions. 
However, 
he 
is 
open to 
conviction, 
can 
be 
approached 
readily, and he is not slow in falling 
in with new things. 
We ha'/e many 
earnest, honest,conscientious native 
soldiers, from whom will be select­ 
ed in due time the officers for the 
new outposts. 
“ T he Japanese, 
too, are being 
brought under the saving grace of 
the Lord's banner. They are harder 
to reach than the natives, but there 
is less fear of losing them when they 
are once enlisted. 
They are a very 
exclusive people, having their own 
corner 
of 
the towns, 
their 
own 
stores, houses of worship and c u s ­ 
toms, but they form a very solid 
part of the comm unity. 
“ H a rd e r still to approach are ihe 
Chinese, who cling closer even to 
their religion than do the natives 
or Japanese. 
They are less intelli' 
gent than the Japanese, 
and 
are 
playing sad havoc with the 
wage 
question. 
They are a frugal people 
and can live 
cheaply. 
M any 
cf 
them are tak en to the islands under 
labor contracts, 
and 
when these 
contracts expire 
they 
offer 
their 
service at w'hateA*er price they can 
get, 
managing to save a part of 
their wages, however small.

annexation 
sentiment is 
strong in the group.

The cheapn ess of the telephon e 
service has been illustrated con vin c­ 
in gly by the gen eral man ager of a 
Missouri exchan ge. 
Durin g the d ay 
he mad e the operator keep a record 
for the complain in g subscriber, an d 
at n ight he kn ew exactly how man y 
times the telepihon c had been used . 
He fin d s out that it is cheaper to 
use a telephon e than postal card s 
for an y kin d of busin ess. 
The way 
he figures out this is to d ivid e the 
cost of the telephon e for a year by 
the n umber of d ays, which gives the 
cost to the subscriber per d ay. 
A 
teh'‘phon e that costs seven ty-two 
d ollars a year costs about twen ty 
cen ts a clay. 
If the telephon e has 
been used twen ty times in the d ay, 
each call has cost the subscriber 
just on e cen t, or the price of a postal 
card . 
The average telephon e, how­ 
ever, makes between twelve an d 
thirteen calls a d ay, an d an swers 
an ecjual n umber, which makes the 
cost to each subscriber whose in ­ 
strumen t is used a little less than 
on e cen t for each con versation . 
Of 
course, the n umber of calls o^ a 
telephon e varies. 
In some houses 
each in terview costs two cen ts or 
more, while there are others that d o 
n ot pay over two mills 
or three 
mills for eac;h in terview. 
In man y 
houses it is customary to sen d all 
ord ers to the butcher an d grocer 
over the tele])hon e, an d in man y 
other d irection s the use of the in ­ 
strumen t gives promise of wid e ex- 
ti'n sion .

The Origin of a Package That Is Now 
in Common Use. 
Milk jars, or bottles, n ow so com­ 
mon ly used , were in trod uced about 
15 years ago. 
A gen tleman farmer 
of Litchficlil, Con n ., a man of wealth, 
who owiu'd blood ed cow’s, fin d in g, 
with tho in crease of his stock, his 
mill: supply growin g beyon d his own 
n eed s, d ecid ed to sell the surplus. 
He d esired to put up his milk in some 
d istin ctive form, an d came to New 
York to tho head quarters hero of a 
glass works, an d asked to have got 
up for liim some kin d of a glass pack­ 
age that would bo suitable for the 
purpose an d con ven ien t for shippin g. 
A jar was prod uced that was sub­ 
stan tially similar in form to tho on o 
n ow in use. 
The first jars were pro­ 
vid ed with glass stoppers; these were 
foun d lo break too easily, an d a 
metal stop])er wxxs so o n sul)stitutcd . 
This fi)rm of package for milk at 
on ce became jxipular. 
Tlic owmor of 
the farm for which the milk jar was 
first mad e turn ed his farm over to a 
stock compan y, which in creased its 
prod uction gri'atly. 
It still remain s 
a large establishmen t an d on o whoso 
d airy prod ucts are well kn own . 
Man y 
other 
milk 
prod ucers 
ad opted the milk jar, an d its gen eral 
use exten d ed rapid ly. 
Probably at 
least 75 per cen t, of tho milk for 
family 
use is 
d elivered 
n ow in 
bottles. There are million s of bottles 
in con stan t use, an d tho n umber 
prod uced an n ually to in ake good tho 
breakage an d to supply the in creas­ 
in g d eman d is about 20,000 gross.— 
n ' Y. Sun .
